Report: Americans 
grew gloomier about 
the economy in May 

New York 

Worries about jobs, housing and 
the stock market rattle consumers, 
even though gas prices are falling, 
according to a new report. 

Americans grew much gloomi- 
er about the economy in May, caus- 
ing a critical measure of consum- 
er confidence to suffer its biggest 
decline in eight months and end- 
ing a period of steady optimism. 
The latest figures suggest Ameri- 
cans will need to see more encour- 
aging economic signs before their 
concerns start to dissipate. 

The Conference Board, a private 
research group, reported Tuesday 
that its Consumer Confidence Index 
fell to 64.9, down from a revised 
68.7 in April. Analysts had expect- 
ed the index to climb to 70. 

The May figure, which repre- 
sents the biggest drop since Octo- 
ber, when the measure fell about 
6 points, is now at its lowest level 
since January.

Americans are still worried about 
slow hiring, declining home values, 
the stock market and a worsening 
European economy that they fear 
will negatively affect the U.S. 

“Consumers were less positive 
about current business and labor 
market conditions, and they were 
more pessimistic about the short- 
term outlook,” said Lynn Franco, 
director of economic indicators at 
the Conference Board. 


Behind the Numbers 

Consumer confidence is widely 
watched because consumer 
spending accounts for 70 percent 
of economic activity. The consumer 
confidence measure has zigzagged 
this year, dropping in January, rising 
in February and holding nearly 
Steady after that. Analysts were 
hoping a slight rise in May would 
give some credence to the idea that 
the economy is stabilizing, (ap) 


Analysts say the inconsistent 
job market is preventing Ameri- 
cans from being more upbeat. 

Hiring picked up earlier in the 
year, but slowed in March and April, 
possibly indicating that the econ- 
omy’s momentum faded in early 
spring. Adding to Americans’ job 
concerns, the stock market in May 
is on track for its worst month since 
last September. The S&P 500 is 
down 4.6 percent for the month. 

But on Tuesday, Wall Street 
seemed to shrug off the report. The 
Dow Jones industrial average closed 
up 125.86 points, only the fifth gain 
this month, mae anderson (ap)

a carousel of GOP rivals. 

The former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor was set to reach the nomi- 
nation milestone with a steady 
message of concern about the U.S. 
economy, a campaign organization 
that dwarfed those of his GOP foes 
and a fundraising operation sec- 
ond only to that of his Democratic 
opponent in the general election. 
President Obama. 

“That goal is accomplished, 
but there’s a much bigger goal to 


be accomplished and that’s win- 
ning the presidency,” said Rich 
Beeson, Romney’s political direc- 
tor. “So while you can take a cer- 
tain amount of satisfaction and 
pride for [Romney] and what he’s 
accomplished, he’s very resolved to 
say, Uur work isn’t done.’” 

Romney must now fire up con- 
servatives who still doubt him while 
persuading swing voters that he can 
do a better job fixing the nation’s 
struggling economy than Obama. 
In Obama, he wiU face a well-funded 


candidate with a proven campaign 
team in an election that will be heav- 
ily influenced by the economy. 

“It’s these economic indicators 
that will more or less trump any 
good or bad that Romney potential- 
ly got out of primary season,” said 
Josh Putnam, an assistant political 
science professor at Davidson Col- 
lege who writes the political blog 
Frontloading HQ.

Outraged Nations Expel Syrian Envoys 


Move shows ‘disgust’ 
after massacre in 
Houla, officials say 

Paris 

As U.N. officials cited eyewitness 
accounts of gunmen slaughter- 
ing whole families in their homes, 
Western nations expelled Syrian 
diplomats Tuesday in a coordinat- 
ed move against President Bashar 
Assad’s regime over the massacre 
of more than 100 people. 

U.N. special envoy Kofi Annan 
met with Assad in Damascus to try 


to salvage what was left of a peace 
plan, which since being brokered 
six weeks ago has failed to stop any 
of the violence on the ground. 

Survivors of the Houla massa- 
cre blamed pro-regime gunmen 
for at least some of the carnage as 
the killings reverberated inside 
Syria and beyond, further isolat- 
ing Assad and embarrassing his 
few remaining allies. 

“The images were incredibly 
disturbing,” a Houla resident said 
Tuesday. “Women, children with- 
out heads, their brains or stomachs 
spilling out.” 

On Tuesday, the U.N. said most 


of the 108 victims of the Houla 
massacre were shot at close range. 
The U.N. report indicated that most 
of the dead were killed execution- 
style, with fewer than 20 people cut 
down by regime shelling. 

The massacre in Houla could 
prove to be a watershed moment 
in the Syrian crisis, which began in 
March 2011 with peaceful protests 
inspired by the wave of uprisings 
sweeping the Arab world. 

Nearly 15 months later, the 
country is in many ways unrec- 
ognizable from the days before the 
revolt. Assad, once considered a 
potential reformer in a region filled

Prized Region 

The two recent quakes struck 
one of the most productive regions 
in Italy at a crucial time in the coun- 
try’s debt crisis. The area is re- 
nowned for its Ferraris, Maseratis 
and Lamborghinis and its world-fa- 
mous Parmesan cheese, (ap) 


and left seven people dead. 

In both earthquakes, the dead 
were largely and disproportion- 
ately workers killed by collapsing 
factories and warehouses.

The crowds came out Tuesday to 
bid a final farewell to D.C.’s favorite 
musical son, Chuck Brown. 

The Godfather of Go-Go died 


May 16 after being hospitalized for 
pneumonia. He was 75. 

Standing next to Brown’s open 
casket, Mayor Vincent C.Gray called 
Brown “one of the greatest assets 
the city has ever had.” 

Gray ordered that the District 
flag fly at half staff over city gov- 
ernment buildings from sunup to 
sundown on Thursday, the day of 
the memorial service for Chuck 


Brown, set for the Walter E. Wash- 
ington Convention Center from 
12-3 p.m. 

At midday, a Howard spokes- 
woman estimated that 20 people 
per minute were passing through 
the theater. 

They came through in suits and 
RIP Chuck Brown T-shirts, in fedo- 
ras and straw sun hats, shuffling 
past the open casket. 


Periodically, somebody shushed 
the murmuring crowd. Occasional- 
ly, people paid their vocal respects 
to a man whose concerts were mas- 
ter classes in call-and-response 
showmanship. “Wind me up. 
Chuck!” a woman shouted. Still, it 
was more funereal than festive, as 
a hushed mix of Brown’s jazz bal- 
lads played over the sound system.

Spy Virus Targets Iran 



Experts say Israel 
maybe behind 
an unprecedented, 
large cyberattack 

London 

Iran and other Middle East 
countries have been hit with a 
cunning computer virus that can 
eavesdrop on computer users 
and their co-workers and filch 
information from nearby cell 
phones, cybersecurity experts 
said Tuesday. And suspicion 
immediately fell on Israel as the 
culprit. 

The Russian Internet security 
firm Kaspersky Lab ZAO said the 
“Flame” virus is unprecedented 
in size and complexity, with 
researcher Roel Schouwenberg 
marveling at its versatility. 

“It can be used to spy on 
everything that a user is doing,” 
he said. 

Computers in Iran appear to 
have been particularly affected, 
and Kaspersky’s conclusion that 
the virus was crafted at the behest 
of a national government fueled 
speculation it could be part of 
an Israeli-backed campaign of 
electronic sabotage against the 
Jewish state’s archenemy. 

The virus can activate a 
computer’s audio systems to listen 
in on Skype calls or office chatter. 
It can also take screenshots, log 
keystrokes and — in one of its more 
novel functions — steal data from 
Bluetooth- enabled cell phones. 

Schouwenberg said there is 
evidence to suggest that the people 


behind Flame also helped craft 
Stuxnet, a virus that is believed to 
have attacked nuclear centrifuges 
in Iran in 2010. Many suspect 
Stuxnet was the work of Israeli 
intelligence. 

Tehran has not said whether it 
lost any data to Flame, but a unit 
of the Iranian communications and 
information technology ministry 
said it has produced an anti-virus 
capable of identifying and removing 


Flame from its computers. 

Researchers not involved in 
Flame’s discovery were more 
skeptical of its sophistication than 
Kaspersky, with Richard Bejtlich of 
Virginia-based Mandiant saying the 
virus appeared similar to spjrware 
used by the German government to 
monitor criminal suspects. 

Udi Mokady, chief executive 
of Cyber-Ark, an Israeli developer 
of information security, said he 


believes four countries, in no 
particular order, have the know- 
how to develop so sophisticated 
a weapon: Israel, the U.S., China 
and Russia. 

“It was 20 times more 
sophisticated than Stuxnet,” with 
thousands of lines of code that took 
a large team, ample funding and 
months, if not years, to develop, 
he said. “It’s a live program that 
communicates back to its master. 



Backstory 

Stuxnet, the malicious software 
that disabled centrifuges in an Ira- 
nian nuclear plant, revolutionized 
the cybersecurity field because it 
targeted physical infrastructure 
rather than data, one of the first 
demonstrations of how savvy hack- 
ers can take control of industrial 
systems to wreak real-world havoc. 
Its creator remains a mystery, but 
many suspect Stuxnet was the work 
of Israeli intelligence. Iran claims 
Stuxnet and other computer viruses 
have done no serious harm to Iran’s 
nuclear or industrial facilities. It 
sees them as part of a campaign by 
Israel and its allies to undermine its 
nuclear program, (ap/twp) 


It asks. Where should I go? What 
should I do now?’ It’s really almost 
like a science fiction movie.” 

It’s not clear exactly what the 
virus was targeting. Kaspersky said 
it detected the program in hundreds 
of computers, mainly in Iran but 
also in Israel, the Palestinian 
territories, Sudan, Syria, Lebanon, 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt. 

The company would not give 
details on the victims except to say 
that they “range from individuals to 
certain state-related organizations 
or educational institutions.” 

Schouwenberg said stolen 
data was being sent to some 80 
different servers, something that 
would give the virus’ controllers 
time to adjust their tactics if they 
were discovered. 

As for Flame’s purpose, “maybe 
it’s just espionage,” he said. “Maybe 
it’s also sabotage.” (ap)

Backstory 

Jerome Singleton Jr.’s victory in Christchurch, New Zealand, last year 
ended Oscar Pistorius’ seven-year win streak in Paralympic 100 races. 
Singleton won in a photo finish as both clocked 11.34 seconds. In their 
previous two meetings, Pistorius edged Singleton by .03 seconds. At 
the 2008 Summer Games, Pistorius chased Singleton down to win 
in 11.17. He ran him down again at a Paralympic World Cup in Man- 
chester, England a year later with a victory in 11.13. (twp) 

A Leg Up 

Prosthetic legs have been the subject of controversy in some corners. The world 
track and field federation (lAAF) originally banned Oscar Pistorius from able-bod- 
ied races before the 2008 Summer Games in Beijing, contending that his legs gave 
him a technical advantage. An arbitration panel overturned that decision. Jerome 
Singleton Jr. said he’s concluded that Pistorius does indeed have an advantage — 
over runners with only one prosthetic leg.Singleton said his natural left leg helps 
him explode out of the blocks faster than Pistorius, but the balance Pistorius gains 
running on two artificial limbs helps him make up ground fast, (twp)

Running 

In the great tradition of American 
sprinting, strong young men run 
fast and talk even faster. Jerome 
Singleton Jr. brings the full sprint- 
star package, from the charming 
conceit to the stocked resume. 
During a recent news conference 
in Dallas with fellow U.S. athletes, 
Singleton smiled broadly, tossed 
humility out the window and let it 
be known who was in the room. 

“My name is Jerome Singleton 
Jr.,” he said into a microphone. 
“I’m the fastest amputee in the 
world.” 

He’s America’s answer to Oscar 
Pistorius, the widely acclaimed 
South African sprinter hoping to 
compete in both the Olympics and 
Paralympic Games this summer. 
The way Singleton sees it, he and 
Pistorius, whom he defeated at the 
most recent world championships 
in the 100 meters for below-knee 
amputees, are going to have one 
compelling, must-watch showdown 
at the Paralympics in London.

No ‘crutch mentality’ 

Singleton, who also played on 
school teams in baseball and bas- 


ketball, said he brings hunger to 
every discipline in which he banks 
his time. He said his father, Jerome 
Sr., frequently told him he could 
use his life to be a warning or 
an example, and he preferred 
to be the latter. 


“I want to be the 


best,” Singleton said. 
“I know everyone has invested 
in me. I’m not going to sacrifice 
that gift.” 

Singleton has trained for the last 
five years with Curtis Frye at the 
University of South Carolina. Frye 
said Singleton’s work ethic is like 
nothing he has ever seen; he called 
his potential “limitless.” 

“He doesn’t have a crutch men- 


tality,” Frye said. 

“That took great mentorship 
and great parenting. His father 
and mother are strong people. 
They never allowed him to hand- 
icap himself, and they never 
allowed him to entitle himself.”

The U.S. men’s national team 
passed its first test during the cur- 
rent five-game swing with flying 
colors, dominating Scotland in 
every way en route to a 5-1 victo- 
ry over the weekend. Now, it gets 
a whole lot tougher. 



The U.S. men welcome world 
power Brazil to FedEx Field for 
a friendly Wednesday night. The 
United States has beaten Brazil 
just once in 16 tries, a 1-0 victory 
in Los Angeles in 1998. According 
to a U.S. Soccer spokesman, more 
than 55,000 tickets have already 
been sold for the event featuring 
Brazil’s attacking stars such as 
Neymar and Hulk. 

“[Brazil] is a team that belongs 
in the best in the world,” U.S. nation- 
al team coach Jurgen Klinsmann 
said. “You can’t get tougher than 


that game on Wednesday night.” 

At a training session at the 
University of Maryland on Mon- 
day, the U.S. welcomed back strik- 
er Jozy Altidore — finally released 
from his club — and attacking star 
Clint Dempsey — returning to the 
field following a groin injury. Both 
players will take fitness tests to 
compete for a place in the start- 
ing lineup against the Brazilians, 
but even if they don’t start, they 
should be available to contribute 
off the bench to an attack that was 
as potent and dynamic on Satur- 
day as any U.S. team has displayed 
against European competition in 


recent years. 

Nobody on the United States is 
expecting things against Brazil to 
come as easily as they did Satur- 
day night, when Landon Donovan 
marked his return to the national 
team for the first time since Sep- 
tember with a hat trick. 

“It’s Brazil. We’ve all played 
Brazil. We know what playing 
against them means,” said mid- 
fielder Michael Bradley, one of 
the chief catalysts in the win 
over Scotland. “We know on our 
end we’re going to need a really 
strong effort, but we’re confident.”

This is on the band’s 
pulse-quickening anthems, which 
are usually served up two or three 
per album and will one day serve 
as the bulk of an awesome great- 
est-hits collection.

For dramatic reach — everything 
from whimsy to pathos — Regina 
Spektor’s 2006 album “Begin to 
Hope” was a real stunner, a won- 
derfully paced outpouring of emo- 
tion that pushed at contemporary 
pop’s seams and never lacked for 
surprises.

Quitte Pas)” are as loopy as they 
are enchanting, especially when, 
sounding a McGarrigles-inspired 
note, Spektor tenderly replaces the 
image of an aging woman’s vari- 
cose-veined legs with one of their 
young and shapely predecessors. 

Spektor’s fetching eccentrici- 
ties aside, there’s at least a hand- 
ful of radio-ready singles here, 
thanks in part to the direction 
of Dr. Dre protege and Eminem 
producer Mike Elizondo. “The 
Party” is just what it says, and 
then some. “May I propose a little 
toast for all of the ones who hurt 
the most/ For all the friends that 
we have lost,” Spektor urges over 
a stately brass arrangement. Rich 
in empathy, her sentiment is any- 
thing but cheap, despite the vantage 
point invoked in her album’s title.

Summer is nearly year-round in 
Southeast Texas, so it should be no 
surprise that the free stuff to see 
and do in the sprawling metropoli- 
tan area of the nation’s fourth-big- 
gest city focuses on the outdoors.

1. Boat Tour 


3. The Miller Theatre 





The Houston Symphony, Houston Grand Opera and Houston Ballet headline 
an extensive performing arts lineup that's been using the Miller Theatre 
stage since the 1920s and now draws nearly a half-million spectators annu- 
ally to the 7.5-acre site in Hermann Park. Tickets are available early in the 
day for that evening’s performance, and concert-goers can bring blankets 
and sit on the grassy hill immediately behind the seats. 


4. The Water Wall 

Near the Galleria, and in the 
shadow of the 902-foot 
Williams Tower, this 
64-foot-high semicir- 
cular fountain arguably 
is Houston’s most photo- 
graphed site. Visitors can stand 
inside the wall that recirculates 
11,000 gallons of water each min- 
ute. A night visit delivers an entirely 
different look and experience. 


Since 1958, the 95-foot-long Motor 
Vessel Sam Houston has been tak- 


ing visitors on a 90-minute cruise 
of the Houston Ship Channel, home 
to one of the world’s busiest ports 
and among the world’s largest pet- 
rochemical complexes. Reserva- 
tions are required. 


2. Galveston 

Houston’s getaway to the Gulf of 
Mexico. OK, it’s not the glistening 
white Gulf beaches of the Florida 
Panhandle but it’s only an hour’s 
drive south on Interstate 45. Park 
on the Galveston Seawall and 
you’re there. And as a bonus, one of 
the best free trips in all of Texas is 
just off the east end of the seawall, 
where, 24 hours a day, the Bolivar 
Ferry carries vehicles and passen- 
gers the couple of miles back and 
forth across Galveston Bay. Watch 
for dolphins and feed the seagulls. 


5. The Menll Collection 

Banker John de Menil and his wife 
Dominique, heiress to the Schlum- 
berger oil-field company fortune, 
over decades amassed a collection 
of nearly 16,000 art objects that 
since 1987 has been on display at 
the Houston museum that bears 
their name. The collection features 
pieces by European and American 
masters plus ancient and modern 
works from around the world. The 
museum’s companion Rothko Cha- 
pel provides visitors with a tran- 
quil meditative environment that 
welcomes 60,000 visitors a year.
